BYU’s  baseball  season  isn’t  over 
yet  —  Monday  at  Cougar  Field  the 
Cougars  swept  a  pair  from  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Hawaii,  won  the  WAC 
championship  and  earned  a  trip  to 
the  NCAA  tournament. 

BYU  heads  to  Austin,  Texas, 
where  the  Cougars  begin  play  in  the 
NCAA  Central  Region  Tournament 
Thursday.  BYU  plays  Texas  in  an 
opening-round  game  and  if  the 
Cougars  defeat  the  Longhorns, 
Lamar  and  Stanford,  they’ll  be  in 
the  College  World  Series  for  the  first 
time  in  10  years. 

BYU  used  four  home  runs  and  22 
hits  to  belt  Hawaii  11-4  in  the  first 
game  as  BYU  ace  Peter  Kendrick 
pitched  a  complete  game  and  held 
the  Rainbow  Warriors  to  just  two 
earned  runs.  In  the  second  game  the 
unsinkable  Kendrick  pitched 
another  complete  game  as  BYU  won 
3-1.  A  Wally  Joyner  home  run  and  a 
big  two-RBI  single  by  Scott 
Pugmire  gave  BYU  all  the  runs  it 
needed. 

The  two-game  series  wasn’t  all 
peaches  and  cream  for  the  Cougars. 
In  the  first  game,  BYU  got  off  to  a 
short-lived  1-0  lead  when  leadoff 
hitter  Steve  Campbell  hit  his 
seventh  leadoff  homer  of  the  year. 

Hawaii,  runners-up  in  last  year’s 
College  World  Series,  struck  back 


with  three  runs  in  the  bottom  of  the 
second  to  take  a  3-1  lead.  Les 
Kakazu  led  off  with  a  double,  Greg 
Oniate  followed  with  a  single  and 
when  Kakazu  tried  to  score  on  the 
play  he  collided  with  BYU  catcher 
David  Eldredge.  Eldredge  held  on 
for  the  tag  and  the  out. 

Oniate  moved  to  second  on  the 
play,  moved  up  on  a  fielder’s  choice 
by  Howard  Dashefsky  and  when 
Greg  Vasquez  walked  he  loaded  the 
bases.  Jay  Erdahl  singled  to  right 
and  three  Hawaii  runs  scored  when 
Dashefsky  bowled  over  Eldredge, 
who  couldn’t  hang  onto  the  ball. 

The  Cougars  came  back  with  two 


runs  in  the  third  to  tie  the  game 
behind  some  record-setting  power 
from  an  unlikely  source.  Leon 
Baham,  who  hit  only  eight  regular 
season  homers,  smashed  a  shot  to 
right  center  that  scored  two  and  tied 
the  game. 

Later  in  the  fifth  inning  Baham 
became  one  of  only  three  players  in 
WAC  playoff  history  to  hit  two  four- 
baggers  in  a  game  when  he  sent 
another  blast  to  right  that  tied  the 
game  at  four  after  Hawaii  scored  a 
single  run  in  the  fourth. 

Said  Baham  afterwards,  “I  got

It  was  an  elective  procedure  and  not  the  result 
of  any  emergency,  said  Ms.  Brigham. 

Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  the  president’s  personal 
physician,  said  Saturday,  “President  Kimball 
has  a  history  of  heart  disease.” 

He  added  that  the  implantation  of  the 
pacemaker  was  simply  a  precautionary  measure 
to  improve  the  funtion  of  his  heart. 

The  implantation  of  the  pacemaker  involved 
placing  the  device  just  below  the  skin  in  a  fatty 
pocket  beneath  the  left  clavicle. 

A  pacemaker  sends  an  electronic  signal  to  the 
heart,  helping  the  heart  to  maintain  a  proper 
rhythm. 

According  to  Ms.  Brigham,  a  local  anesthetic 
was  used  during  the  operation  and  President 
Kimball  was  conscious  as  the  pacemaker  was  im¬ 
planted. 


“He  could  be  released  from  the  hospital  as 
early  as  Wednesday,”  said  Ms.  Brigham. 

She  said  in  such  situations,  the  authority  of  the 
LDS  president  as  prophet  of  the  church,  does  not 
change.

“As  long  as  her  white  blood  count 


is  above  100,  it  is  a  positive  indica¬ 
tion  that  her  bone  marrow  is  work¬ 
ing  enough  to  produce  at  least  a

Mrs.  Sudweeks  said. 

“In  any  case,  her  doctors  at  the 
UCLA  Medical  Center  will  not 
release  her  until  her  white  blood 
count  has  reached  5,000.  She  has  a 
long  way  to  go  before  she  makes  that 
level,”  said  Mrs.  Sudweeks. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  top 
four  tax  legislation  writers  in  Con¬ 
gress  were  reported  to  be  in  the 
“same  ballpark”  but  not  yet  in 
agreement  on  an  alternative  to 
President  Reagan’s  proposed  30  per¬ 
cent  tax  cut  over  three  years. 

Convinced  Reagan  wants  to  avoid 
a  knockdown  battle  after  winning 
his  budget  cuts,  Senate  Finance 
Committee  Chairman  Robert  J. 
Dole,  R-Kan.,  was  host  of  a  meeting 
Monday  in  his  office  with  the  top 
Democrat  on  his  panel  and  the  top 
Republican  and  Democrat  on  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Commit¬ 
tee. 

“There  was  no  intention”  to  settle 
the  issue  then  and  there,  Dole  said 
after  the  meeting,  aimed  at 
speeding  congressional  action  on  the 
bill.  “But  now  we  know  we’re  in  the 
same  ballpark.” 

Dole  met  with  Sen.  Russell  B. 
Long,  D-La.,  senior  Democrat  on 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  Reps. 
Dan  Rostenkowski,  D-Ill.,  and  Bar¬ 
ber  Conable,  R-Ill.,  chairman  and 
senior  Republican,  respectively,  on 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

The  only  firm  decision  from  the 
session  was  Rostenkowski’s  announ¬ 
cement  that  his  committee  will 
begin  writing  the  tax-cut  bill  on 
May  28. 

In  other  congressional  action 
Monday:  —  The  House  voted  to 
permit  federal  agencies  to  report 
delinquent  debts  on  government 
'loans  to  credit  bureaus  and  collec¬ 
tion  agencies.  Sponsors  said  the 


Reagan-endorsed  legislation  would 
make  it  easier  to  collect  some  $15 
billion  in  outstanding  delinquent 
loans.  The  bill,  sent  to  the  Senate, 
would  also  allow  government  agen¬ 
cies  to  share  information  on  bad 
debts. 

The  annual  financial  disclosure 
statements  for  the  435  House  mem¬ 
bers  showed  at  least  21  of  them  are 
millionaires.  Another  56  indicated 
their  investments  could  top  that 
mark.  But  55  House  members  repor¬ 
ted  having  no  investments  outside 
their  homes  and  another  39  said  the 
investments  totaled  less  than  $50,- 
000. 

Ernest  W.  Lefever  tried  to  disarm 
critics  of  his  nomination  as  assistant 
secretary  of  state  by  saying  he  op¬ 
poses  human  rights  violations  by: 
both  right-wing  and  communist 
governments  alike. 

Two  congressmen,  one  from  the 
city  and  the  other  from  the  country, 
announced  they  will  swap  districts 
for  a  few  days  in  what  they  called  an 
attempt  at  consciousness-raising. 
Rep.  Dennis  Eckart,  D-Ohio,  will 
spend  three  days  this  month  in 
Republican  Rep.  Steve  Gunderson’s 
sprawling  western  Wisconsin  dis¬ 
trict.  Later,  Gunderson  will  go  to 
Eckart’s  Cleveland  district. 

The  AFL-CIO  told  a  House  sub¬ 
committee  on  international  trade 
the  Overseas  Private  Investment 
Corporation,  the  U.S.  agency  which 
insures  American  investors  against 
war  and  revolution  in  other  coun¬ 
tries,  should  be  abolished.

Pope  moves  to  hospital  suite 


ROME  (AP)  —  Pope  John  Paul  II  left  an  intensive 
care  unit  on  his  61st  birthday  Monday  and  moved  to  an 
11th  floor  hospital  suite  with  a  view  of  the  dome  of  St. 

Peter’s  Basilica  in  Vatican  City,  where  6,000  people  at¬ 
tended  a  birthday  Mass. 

Running  a  slight  temperature  and  still  being  fed  in¬ 
travenously  as  he  recovered  from  bullet  wounds  suffered 
in  Wednesday’s  assassination  attempt,  the  Polish-bom 
pontiff  sat  up  in  his  new  hospital  bed  and  conferred  with 
Cardinal  Rubin  Wladyslaw,  a  fellow  Pole  now  based  in 
Rome. 

Poland’s  primate  and  the  pope’s  mentor  when  he  was 
archbishop  in  Krakow,  79-year-old  Cardinal  Stefan 
Wyszynski  —  who  is  seriously  ill  —  sent  a  birthday 
telegram  from  Warsaw  saying,  “We  are  sending  these 
wishes  from  Poland  to  commend  your  life  to  the  Mother 
of  the  Jasna  Gora  Shrine  in  whom  you  have  placed  all 
your  trust  together  with  us.”

He  referred  to  shrine  holding  Poland’s  most  revered 
icon,  the  Black  Madonna  of  Czestochowa,  about  60 
miles  from  Wadowice,  where  the  pope  was  bom  May  18, 
1920,  son  of  a  laborer. 

An  image  of  the  Black  Madonna  is  on  the  wall  of  the 
pope’s  new  room  at  Gemelli  Policlinico  Hospital.  He  had 
been  in  intensive  care  for  five  days. 

The  pope  remains  under  24-hour  medical  supervision 
and  still  must  undergo  surgery  to  close  the  temporary  in¬ 
testinal  bypass  performed  after  the  shooting. 

“We  are  steadily  approaching  the  time  when  we  will 
be  able  to  say  there’s  no  longer  any  danger  of  infection,” 
the  Italian  news  agency  AGI  quoted  the  hospital’s 
medical  chief  of  staff,  Emilio  Tresalti,  as  saying. 

Vatican  sources  also  reported  the  pope  had  not 
delegated  any  of  his  papal  authority.

Elder  Cuthbert 
graduated  with  honors 
from  the  University  of 
Nottingham  in 
economics  and  law  in 
1950.  He  served  the  Un¬ 
iversity  for  eight  years 
as  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of 
Convocation,  the 
graduate  body  and  as  a

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
Supreme  Court  gave  criminal 
suspects  two  important  new  tools 
Monday  for  preventing  their  own 
words  from  being  used  against 
them. 

The  court  ruled  murder  defen¬ 
dants  must  be  warned  about  their 
rights  to  remain  silent  and  to  have  a 
lawyer’s  help  prior  to  psychiatric 
testing  if  the  test  results  are  used  af¬ 
ter  conviction  to  help  choose  life  or 
death  as  punishment. 

And  in  a  separate  decision,  the 
court  said  police  cannot  use  infor¬ 
mation  gained  by  initiating  new 
conversations  with  a  criminal 
suspect  who  previously  refused  to 
talk  without  his  lawyer  present. 

Both  rulings  expanded  the 
Miranda  doctrine  fashioned  in  1966 
by  a  Supreme  Court  generally 
viewed  as  more  liberal  in  its  views  of 
criminal  suspects’  rights  than  the 
present  court. 

The  new  ruling  applicable  to  psy¬ 
chiatric  testing  overturned  the 
death  sentence  of  Texas  death-row 
inmate  Ernest  Benjamin  Smith. 

His  90-minute  interview  with  a 


psychiatrist  was  used  to  establish 
his  “future  dangerousness.”  Under 
Texas  law,  a  convicted  murderer’s 
future  dangerousness  can  be  used  to 
justify  the  death  sentence. 

Smith  was  not  aware  the  test 
result  would  be  used  for  anything 
but  to  determine  his  competency  to 
stand  trial. 

Monday’s  decision  likely  will  af¬ 
fect  at  least  30  other  Texas  death- 
row  inmates  and  maybe  dozens 
more  in  other  states. 

The  second  ruling  stemmed  from 
Robert  Edwards’  conviction  in  a 
Tucson,  Ariz.,  armed  robbery  seven 
years  ago. 

Edwards  asked  for  a  lawyer  when 
he  was  arrested,  but  before  a  lawyer 
was  appointed  for  him  was 
questioned  by  two  police  detectives 
and  told  he  “had  to”  talk  to  them. 

The  Supreme  Court  decision  said 
an  accused  such  as  Edwards  who  ex¬ 
presses  his  desire  to  deal  with  the

RLDS  gets  verification 


INDEPENDENCE,  Mo.  (AP)  — 
Officials  of  the  Reorganized  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints 
\  say  they  have  authenticated  a  docu- 
*  ment  in  which  church  founder 
Joseph  Smith  Jr.  designated  his  son 
to  be  his  successor  as  church  leader. 

!  “Authenticating  the  blessing  of 
Joseph  III  confirms  the  long¬ 
standing  position  we  have 
.  traditionally  held  regarding  Joseph 
■  Smith  III  coming  to  his  role  as 
prophet,  seer,  revelator;  president  of 
the  high  priesthood  and  of  the 
tchurch,”  said  Wallace  B.  Smith, 
i  RLDS  president  and  great-grandson 
!  of  the  church’s  founder. 

;  Richard  P.  Howard,  RLDS 
historian,  said  Monday  that  a  nota¬ 
tion,  “Joseph  Smith  IQ  blessing,” 
written  on  the  back  of  the  docu¬ 
ment,  was  in  the  handwriting  of 
Joseph  Smith  Jr.  and  crucial  to  its 
authentication.  Howard  said  two 
handwriting  experts  doing  indepen¬ 
dent  analyses  confirmed  that  the 


writing  was  that  of  the  church  foun¬ 
der. 

The  RLDS  Church  obtained  the 
document  from  the  LDS  Church 
March  19  by  exchanging  it  for  a  rare 
copy  of  the  Book  of  Command¬ 
ments,  valued  at  about  $20,000.  The 
exchange  agreement  gave  church  of¬ 
ficials  at  RLDS  headquarters  90 
days  in  which  to  authenticate  the 


ing  w£ 

Smith’s  scribe,  Thomas  Bullock,  on 
Jan.  17,  1844,  and  Smith  made  the 
notation  on  the  back.  His  son  was  11 
years  old  at  the  time.  The  blessing 
states  that  Joseph  Smith  III  “shall 
be  my  successor  to  the  high 
priesthood,  and  a  seer,  and  a 
revelator,  and  a  prophet  unto  the 
church,  which  appointment  belongs 
to  him  by  blessing  and  also  by 
right.” 

The  blessing  was  given  just  five 
months  before  the  church  founder 
was  murdered.  Smith  organized  the 
smaller  RLDS  church  16  years  later.

Y  student  found  dead  Sunday; 
autopsy  shows  natural  causes 

A  BYU  student  was  found  dead  in  his 
apartment  by  a  friend  Sunday  evening. 

James  M.  Boyle,  29,  a 
junior  majoring  in  com- 
munications  from 
Hillsboro,  Ore.,  was  dis¬ 
covered  at  6  p.m.  Sun¬ 
day. 

The  cause  of  death  was 
listed  as  “natural 
causes,”;  but  according 
to  the  medical  ex¬ 
aminer’s  office  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  a  final  deter¬ 
mination  will  not  be  JAME8  m.  boyle 
made  until  tests  are  com¬ 
pleted  following  an  autopsy  which  has  been 
performed. 

Boyle  was  estimated  to  have  been  dead  for 
24  hours  when  he  was  found  by  Richard  Nuf- 
fer,  a  senior  majoring  in  elementary  educa¬ 
tion  from  Colton,  Ore. 

Boyle  was  a  Vietnam  veteran,  having  ser¬ 
ved  in  the  Marines.  He  is  survived  by  his 
parents  and  one  sister.

Officials  won't  swallow 
baby  formula  proposal 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)  —  Charging  that  1 
million  Third  World 
babies  perish  each  year 
from  diseases  brought 
on  by  bottle-feeding, 
two  government  of¬ 
ficials  said  Monday 
they  will  resign  when 
the  Reagan  admini¬ 
stration  carries  out  its 
decision  to  vote  against 
an  international  code 
that  says  mothers’  milk 
is  best. 

Administration  of¬ 
ficials  don’t  dispute 
breast  feeding  is  pre¬ 
ferable,  but  contend  the 
code  represents  an  un¬ 
warranted  attempt  by 
the  United  Nations  to 
regulate  how  private 
businesses  promote  its 
products. 

Dr.  Stephen  C. 
Joseph  and  Eugene  N. 
Babb,  both  senior  exec¬ 
utives  of  the  Agency  for 


International  Develop¬ 
ment,  issued  their  re¬ 
signation  threat  during 
a  news  conference  at 
the  American  Public 
Health  Association. 

Several  prominent 
physicians  joined  them 
in  deploring  the  Reagan 
administration  plan  to 
cast  what  is  expected  to 
be  a  solitary  vote 
against  the  code  at  the 
World  Health  Assembly 
in  Geneva.  The  vote  is 
set  tentatively  for 
Thursday. 

The  resignations 
apparently  would  make 
Joseph  and  Babb  the 
first  top  officials  to  quit 
over  Reagan  admini¬ 
stration  policies.  Both 
went  to  work  for  AID 
during  the  Carter  ad¬ 
ministration. 

Joseph,  a  pediatri¬ 
cian  and  the  highest’ 
ranking  health  profes¬ 
sional  at  AID,  charged 
that  the  administra¬ 
tion  “has  been  swayed 
by  the  self-inter-ested 
arguments  of  the  infant 
formula  lobby.” 

At  AID,  administra¬ 
tor  M.  Peter  McPher¬ 
son  criticized  the  pair 
for  going  public  with 
their  opposition.  He  « 
said  they  intend  to  sub- 
mil  their  resignations  - - 
when  the  vote  is  cast. 

At  the  White  House, 
deputy  press  secretary 
Larry  Speakes  said  the 
U.S.  decision  to  vote 
against  the  code  result¬ 
ed  from  a  consensus  of 
several  federal  agencies 
that  “did  not  want  to 
make  the  World  Health 
Organization  an  inter¬ 
national  Federal  Trade 
Commission.” 

If  the  code  “were  ap¬ 
plied  to  our  own  coun¬ 
try,  it  would  violate 
antitrust  laws,” 
Speakes  charged. 

Joseph  said  AID,  the 


Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services 
and  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  had  recommend¬ 
ed  that  the  United 
States  abstain  on  the 
vote. 

McPherson,  in  a 
statement  issued  both 
by  his  office  and  the 
State  Department, 
said,  “The  administra¬ 
tion  feels  that  it  is  in¬ 
appropriate  for  an 
agency  of  the  United 
Nations  to  move  in  the 
direction  of  regulating 
economic  activity.” 

Babb,  a  deputy  as¬ 
sistant  administrator 
for  food  and  nutrition, 
said  the,  code  was 
voluntary  and  would 
not  impose  the  World 
Health  Organizatioh’s 
will  on  any  country.

Government  change  requested 


Petitions  signed  by  more  than  3,- 
500  Provo  residents  asking  for  a 
change  in  city  government  were 
presented  to  the  Provo  City  Com¬ 
mission  Thursday. 

The  petitions  were  presented  to 
City  Recorder  Jean  Eklund  by  Glee 
Zumbrennen,  chairman  of  the 
Provo  Citizens  for  Council-Mayor 
Government,  and  committee  mem¬ 
ber  Nevin  R.  Limburg,  executive 
vice  president  of  the  Provo  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

According  to  state  law,  2,600 
signatures  are  required  in  order  for 
the  City  Commission  to  pass  a 
resolution  and  schedule  a  special 
election. 

“The  citizen’s  committee  was  for¬ 
med  last  September  as  a  study 
group  looking  at  possible  changes  in 
Provo  government,”  Zumbrennen 
said.  “In  February  it  reached  a  deci¬ 
sion  that  the  council-mayor  form 
would  prove  to  be  the  most 
beneficial.” 


He  said  a  public  meeting  was  held 
in  which  more  than  100  people  were 
presented  with  the  plan.  In  a  sur¬ 
vey,  all  voted  unanimously  in  favor 
of  the  change  to  council-mayor, 
Zumbrennen  added. 

The  future  growth  expected  in 
Provo  makes  a  more  effective  form 
of  government  necessary,  he  said. 

“The  character  of  Provo  will 
remain  the  same,”  Zumbrennen 
said,  “but  the  population  will  in¬ 
crease.  The  problems  and 
challenges  associated  with  this  will 
necessitate  something  more  than  an 
amateur  commission  form  at  the 
city  level.” 

In  the  commission  system,  voters 
elect  commissioners  who  set 
legislative  policy  as  a  group  and  ad- 
minister  departments  as 
individuals. 

The  proposed  council-mayor  form 
would  consist  of  a  part-time  city 
council  of  seven  members,  with  four 
elected  from  geographical  districts 
and  three  elected  at  large.

I  feel  like  I’m 
getting  more  out  of  this 
than  the  athletes  are.” 

The  warmth  and  love 
certainly  were  evident 
during  the  75-meter 
hurdles  competition. 
When  one  athlete  fell 
down  attempting  to 
clear  a  hurdle,  all  the 
other  competitors,  sup¬ 
pressing  their  desire  to 
win,  stopped  to  express 
concern. 

Jim  Murphy,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the 
Utah  Special  Olympics, 
said  the  games  “give 
retarded  people  the 
chance  to  be  something 
they  wouldn’t  otherwise 
be  —  a  winner.  “The 
nicest  aspect  of  these 
;ames,”  Murphy  said, 
‘is  that  everyone  in¬ 
volved  benefits.” 

Benefits  include  an 
alleviation  of  c 
munity  fears  and 
conceptions  about  men 
tally  handicapped  peo 
pie  as  well  as  an  in¬ 
crease  in  parental  pride 
and  athletes’  self¬ 
esteem,  he  said.  Many 
of  the  competitors  train 
year-round,  and  their 
lives  are  changed 
because  of  the  games. 

“Personally,  these 
retarded  persons  teach 
me  to  be  more  Christ- 
like  than  any  other 
figures  I  have  come  in 
contact  with,”  said 
Murphy. 

Thousands  of  hours 
of  volunteer  service 
were  used  along  with 
the  Utah  Special  Olym¬ 
pics  staff  to  prepare  and 
conduct  the  games. 

Sue  Doughty,  vice 
president  of  ASBYU 
Student  Community 
Services,  said  the  ser¬ 
vice  given  through  her 
office  was  rewarding  for 
all  the  volunteers.  “The 
pay  you  receive  comes 
from  the  good  feeling 
you  get  inside.” 

The  Special  Olym¬ 
pics  were  created  and 
sponsored  by  the 
Joseph  P.  Kennedy  Jr.
